To spray, lettuce with a 
poison so virulent and so invisible was cither a stupidity be- 
yond belief or a wilful taking of a imirdcrous.ehance,, Close 
upon the report of this wholesale poisoning, (he Deparlmenl 
of Agriculture issues a warning to lovers of celery. The mar- 
ket gardeners now are using copper sulphale-in protection of 
the growing plants. The Department advises the consumer 
lo see that the bunches coming to (he kilchcn are. divided and 
stalk by stalk scrubbed and cleaned. As the leafy lops cannot 
well be freed from Ihe copper, they musl be rejected oulrighl. 


Celery and lettuce aw; perhaps especially dangerous, for 


Ihcy are usually eaten raw; but in these days every product of 
the garden is likely lo bring lo Ilie consumer some trace of 
diluted poison. Of course Ihe old-lime preventives, road dusl 
and ashes, lime, sulphur(,tspaps,and,emulsions arc still in gen- 
eral use; there arc slugs and lice, and blights and rusts, and 
worms and borers quite enough to call for every remedy, how- 
ever old or lenient; bul .recoilIly pests have so multiplied, the 
wilt diseases and Ihe blossom r'ols so spread, lhal Ihcy neces- 
sitate Icssgc.nllc weapons, paris green, blue vitriol, arsenale of 
lead, corrosive sulilimale.
